Can Russia afford to let Poland 
get away with it° 
The chief indication that she will 
lies in the time that has been al­ 
lowed to pass since Khrushchev 
left Warsaw with a bug in his car 


Reports, however tenuous, that 
Russian troops were moving into 
Poland lrom East Germany in un­ 
usual numbers even before the na­ 
tional Communist coup came to a 
head naturally caused suspense 
The question is whether the Rus­ 
sians merely attempted intimida­ 
tion. P r e s u m a b l y they have 
enough strength anyway to restore 
Russian control if they wish to use 
it. 
Russia has been caught in poor 
position. She has no means of de­ 
fending her “ live and let live’’ 
agreement with Yugoslavia’s Tito 
unless she is also willing to extend 
it to Poland and the other satel­ 
lites. Yet by letting them get out 
of hand she endangers the buffer 
arrangement she set up between 
herself and Germany after the 
terrible 
fright 
handed 
lier 
in 
World War II. 
There seems little chance that 
the satellites will slip completely 
away. The movement in Poland 
has not gone that far. The Warsaw 
Communists are merely trying to 
assume a position similar, but not 
entirely parallel to Yugoslavia'*. 
They have said nothing so far 
about abrogating the Warsaw mu­ 
tual defense pact with Russia. 
Even with Rokossovsky out as 
defense minister, there can be no 
sudden shift of the army's cooper- 
ation with Russia because of its 
dependence for supplies and its 
interlocking command 
Economic ties have become too 
complex for sudden reversal. Po­ 
land s desire for increased eco­ 
nomic coot>eration with the West 
however, is strong testimony that 
economic communism bn’t work­ 
ing within the Russian sphere. 
The new leaders have already 
recognized, 
however, that they 
must live with Russia, and appeal 
to have been careful to keep open 
the means of communication be­ 
tween the two countries. Hereafter 


'they expect to negotiate instead of 
taking orders. That s all 
If Russia refuses to accept this 
situation it she moves to reestab­ 
lish her authority by force when 
she was not able to maintain it 
through political and economic ac­ 
tion. she will have taken a fate­ 
ful step toward loss of whateveri 
standing she has in the eyes of, 
the world’s neutrals. The failure 
of her entire sweetness and light 
program would he only too clear. 
She would stand naked as the 
one country in the world which is 
moving toward, rather than away. 
from colonialism.

For instance, this adver­ 
tisement in The New York Times says: 
’ ( apitahsm 
can offer nothing but continued social misery . . 


Of course. I have seen slums. Also I have seen 
some pretty bad rural areas. Rut one has to look 
at the entire picture, at the whole population and 
not at some isolated spot that has not kept pace. 
And. of course, there an always some people who 
do not want to keep pace. 
I have in mind a 
situation that is developing in a blighted area in 
Lincoln Square in New York City, which, at tim e s , 
on Broadway, looks like the Bowery of my child­ 
hood. Robert Moses, the most brilliant municipal 
administrator of these days. wants to build their 
a rivic, educational and artistic center which will 
adorn the city. 
But many of the inhabitants of 
this blighted area object to the improvement and 
beautification of their city. 


Maybe Ihey are like a taxi driver, suffering from 
asthma, who nearly choked because of the carbon 
monoxide fumes which he had been inhaling for 39 
years. I asked him why he stayed in such a poison­ 
ous atmosphere. 
Why didn t he go to a farm or to 
the desert'’ 


"Mister.” he said, "this is where I live!” 
It was a complete answer 
He did not suffer from 
■octal misery; he enjoyed it. He filled a niche—it was 
his niche. 
The full-page New York Times advertisement gives 
the U. S. Navy Department, as “ quoted in Congres­ 
sional Record. April 15. 1947.” as saying: 
“ Realistically, all wars have been tor economic 
reasons, To make them politically and socially palat­

Should Cyprus be partitioned? 
Sentiment 
in favor of such a plan is reported to be growing 
in the British Foreign Office. 
For 18 months the Eastern Mediterranean 
island. Britain s principal remaining base in the 
arca now that she has abandoned Suez, has 
been wracked by violence. The 400.000 Cypriots 
of Greek descent have been stirred up by 
propaganda from Athens to demand enosis, or 
rule by Greece. 
The 100.000 Turks on the island do no! 
welcome the idea. Turkey has insisted that she 
must have some say on any proposal to change 
the ownership of Cyprus, which is far from 
Greece and close to the south Turkish coast. 
Partition is a solution Britain has tried 
before, though 
not in Cyprus. 
Moslem-Hindu 
divisions in India were long used as a reason 
for prolonging British rule, and Britain finally 
conceded 
independence 
on 
the 
basis 
of a 
separate Moslem Pakistan 
and Hindu India. 
Ceylon was also separated from India. 
Partition 
in Palestine, a 
former British 
mandate under the United Nations, was not 
followed by tranquility, but it could be argued 
that nothing else would have worked better. 
Partition in Ireland is still a source of bitter­ 
ness between independent Catholic Pure and 
British-ruled Protestant Ulster. But the bitter­ 
ness was present before partition and might have 
caused worse tRouble without it. 
But would partition work in Cyprus'* 
It 
might, since Britain doesn t plan to try it with­ 
out the prior consent of both 
Greece and 
Turkey. Under this plan, Cyprus would 
be 
separated into a Turkish and a Greek ethnic 
zone, with transfer of population. Later a plebis­ 
cite would be held on the status of Crete, and 
the British are convinced that the 100.000 ethnic 
Turks would vote to retain British rule while 
the 400,000 ethnic Greeks would be divided.
